The Chief Engit-eer and President of the 
Spring Valley Water Works will purchase in 
Philadelphia new 45 inch pipe, to connect 
Crystal Springs reservoir with this city. The 
pipe will comprise 7,000,000 pounds of plate- 
iron and 400,000 pounds of rivets. It is rep­ 
resented that the new pipe line will increase 
the city’s water supply 10,000,000 gallons 
daily. 
United States Commissioner O'Eeirne has 
dismissed a charge of passing a counterfeit 
§20 bank note against Daniel Siiuke.r. The 
note alleged to he a counterfeit was passed in 
Benicia for goods iu the usual course of busi­ 
ness, and it was not shown that Slicker had 
any intention of pas-ing counterfeit money, 
or that ho even keew that the note was coun­ 
terfeit. 
The Supreme Court has decided 'hat per­ 
sona in whose favor tho Siatute of Limita­ 
tions has run, cannot, by supplemental 
complaint, be made parties in an action, so 
as to depiive thrm of the benefit cf such 
statute. 
Also, that purchasers from the 
mortgagor aro necessary parties to an action 
of foreclosu-c, without whoso presence a de­ 
cree is not binding upon them. 
The order to show cause made in tbe case 
of Isaac S. Kalloch, who was charged with 
contempt of Court and contempt of the 
Grand Jury, has been dismissed in Depart­ 
ment 11 of the Superior Court. The con­ 
tempt was alleged to have been committed 
in a lecture delivered in the Metropolitan 
Temple about the time of the indictments 
against the Mayor charging neglect of official 
dut¡£9. 
In the United States District Conrt, in the 
case of Daniel Cummings, one of the crew of 
the ship Davy Crockett, who was accused of 
serious insubordination on the vessel during 
her recent voyage to this port, aud also of 
haviog struck and bruised one of the mates 
of the vessel, the jury returned a verdict of 
not guilty on each count. The trial of this 
case cost the Government for witness fees 
alone some §500. It was said that a suit for 
malicious prosecution would l>e commenced 
against the officers of the vessel, 
Mr. Blanchard, attorney for Congressman 
Page, opened the arguments in the Mint in­ 
vestigation casi: before the Commissioners. 
He made an elaborate review of the volu­ 
minous testimony taken in the case, and 
urged that the evidence conclusively proved 
every charge made against. Superintendent 
Dodge. Ha was particularly severe in his 
remarks upon the fact that the principal re­ 
mission of charges had bern made by Mr. 
Dodge to Mr. Low, tho latter having strongly 
urged the appointment of the fonner, and 
both having been members of the Commis­ 
sion which investigated Mr. Dodge’s prede­ 
cessor. The deiivcxy cf Mr. Blanchard’s 
speech occupied four hours, and at its con­ 
clusion the Commission adj mrned until yes­ 
terday morning, when General Barnes spoke 
on behalf cf Mr. Dodge. He will be fol­ 
lowed to-day by Congressman Page. 
The Supreme Conrt has affirmed the judg­ 
ment of the lower Conrt in the case of the 
people against Rosanna Core. Defendant 
was convicted, in Judge Freelon’s Court, and 
sentenced to tweuty years’ imprisonment in 
the State Prison for robbing Richard J. Carr 
of §80. The charge to the jury in the lower 
Court, that the prusecntion must make out 
its hypothesis of guilt beyond a reasonable 
doubt," as against any rational hypothesis of 
innocence produced upon the part of the de­ 
fendant, it was claimed was erroneous. The 
opinion filed says : Tbe charge was not very 
clear, and may not bo strictly accurate, but 
we are of the epirion that defendant was net 
injured, and the jury was not misled by it, 
because in tbe succeeding part of the charge 
the Court clearly instructed the jury upon 
the question cf reasonable doubt, and the 
principles of law applicable to the case.

T he Insect P o p u la tio n .—In 1849 Alex­ 
ander von Humboldt estimated the cumber 
of species of insects preserved in collections 
to between 150,000 and 170,000, Europe 
alone being represented by inoru than three 
times as many specie3 of insects as of 
phanerogamous plants. 
Ten years ago Dr. 
Gerstacker estimated the number of spe­ 
cies of insects to be 225,000, five times a3 
many as the known Bpeoies of all other 
classes of animals together. 
If we assume 
that there exist in the whole world only 
three times as many insects as there are 
phanerogamous plants—the latest estima­ 
tion of 
which approaches 225 000—wc 
arrive at tho startliBg sum of 750,000. Be- 
wilderiug as this estimate appears, it is 
probably too low. 
The oak alone gives 
shelter and support to 450 species of in­ 
sects, and the pine to more than 200, and 
one moth aloue has thirty-five species of 
parasites 1 Without going farther in our 
calculation, we may safely assert that if 
the number of species of all other classes 
of animals should be doubled by new dis­ 
coveries (which is rather improlwble for 
some classes, and impossible for the verte­ 
brates), the number of species of insects 
would bo more than five times that of all 
other animals taken together.

PR ESID EN T R E ID S INAUGURAL ADDRESS. 


The address of President lteid, the new 
head of the State University, upon his in­ 
auguration, wa3 
thoughtful, suggestive, 
and in several respects indicated a breadth 
of view from which encouraging results 
may be anticipated. 
W e are pleased to 
note th at Mr. Esid fully recognizes the 
necessity of maintaining an intim ate con­ 
nection between the higher public schools 
and the University, and it is even still 
more satisfactory to fiad th at he entertains 
advanced views upon the place of the an­ 
cient classics in modern education, and 
upon the importance of a sound training iu 
the vernacular. 
Of the classics ho said, 
after showing th at the conditions which 
originally made the study of those lan­ 
guages obligatory and predominant, have 
disappeared: “ It is said that Latin and 
“ Greek must form the basis of all liberal 
“ education, because in those languages are 
• ‘to be fouud the great masterpieces of the 
“ human mind. 
But who h-side3 our 
“ Greek and Latin Professors knows enough 
“ of these masterpieces to be justified in 
“ expressing an opinion regarding them ? 
“ How many college graduates can speak 
“ of them from familiar personal acquaint­ 
a n c e ? Speak to any audience of college 
“ men of their enjoyment of the treasures 
“ of classic literature, and your remarks 
“ will be received as a bit of delightful 
“ humor. 
That college graduates of even 
“ more than average attainm ents do not 
“ read with delight, if they read at all, and 
“ do not study ancient classics as models 
“ of literature, is beyond question. Clearly 
“ then, with the present standard of at- 
“ tainment?, the present claim for the prom- 
“ iuenceof the ancient classics cannot be 
“ justified. 
But I deny the claim that the 
“ Latin and Greek offer models in litera­ 
t u r e superior to those afforded by mod- 
“ ern writers. 
Nay, more, I believe that 
“ the literature of Christian civilization is 
“ as superior to that of Greece and Ilome 
“ as the civilization of to-day is superior 
“ to that of tho timo of Pericles and Au­ 
g u s tu s .” 
In all this we agree entirely with Presi­ 
dent Reid. 
The study of the ancient 
classics, whenever it is made to supersede 
the study of modern, and especially Eng­ 
lish literature, is in our opinion for the 
most part a waste of time. 
Judged by its 
results it certainly must be so regarded, 
for it scarcely ever produces more than an 
ephemeral and apathetic acquaintance with 
authors who are almost invariably dis­ 
carded by the student when he enters into 
active life. The most harmful consequence 
of this study however is the consumption 
by it of valuable time which could have 
been so usefully employed in the acquisi­ 
tion of those forms of knowledge which 
abide 
with 
the 
student, and 
which 
strengthen his intellect and enlarge his 
mental vision. 
The field of knowledge is 


eo v a 3 t, the time for systematic study is 
so brief, the importance of a wise selection 
of subjects is eo great, th at there remains 
hardly any rp-im for studies which are eo 
barren of results as the ancient classics. 
Nor is there any single thought or sugges­ 
tion to be gleaned from the authors of 
Greece and Home which 
unot be found 
in an Engiis: dress, while there are fen- 
classical contributions to human knowledge 
which have not been enriched and bettered 
an hundredfold by their passage through 
the ripe minds of those m iern scholars 
who have dealt w ith them 
The English language of to-day repre­ 
sents a literature which stands at the head 
of the world’s agg gations of knowledge, 
and it is ftiri 
:>ri¡ •■■p*. The student who 
should devote in -elf to this splendid body 
of learning, imagination, poetry and his­ 
tory, could well ahord to ignore the lit­ 
erary productions of all other countries, if 
the acquisition of information and the dis­ 
cipline of the intelligence bounded his 
views. 
To keep himself abfeast of his 
generation, to attain a broad and diupas- 
sionate view of the world of his own time, 
the study of modern lauguag's and litera­ 
ture is necessary. 
But the scholar who 
knows English, German, French, Italian 
aud Spanish is as well equipped for the 
work of life as any man can hope to be in 
these days, and there need be nothing 
worth knowing in science which w ith such 
help3 would be withheld from him. 
Presi­ 
dent Ileid was disposed to admit th at the 
study of the classics may be maintained 
for the sake of the linguistic discipline. 
There is no doubt something to be said for 
that view, but we question w hether the 
superior value of the results to be ob­ 
tained from the study of the modern lan­ 
guages docs not more than counterbalance 
any advantage the classics possessby reason 
of the more perfect systemization of the 
helps to their acquisition. 
The English language and literature, the 
principal modern languages, and physical 
science, constitute the soundest programme 
for an advanced nineteenth century educa­ 
tion. 
This programme embraces ali that 
it is necessary to know concerning the 
ancient classic?, and it assures the student 
of useful results for the whole period of 
his university course. 
Aud when we con­ 
sider how little even of so apparently re­ 
stricted a curriculum can be mastered dur­ 
ing the few years set apart for education, 
it seems more than ever a pi‘y to squander 
such precious hours upon the arid litera­ 
ture of Greece acel Rome. 
It is indeed 
time th at the world threw off" the trammels 
of raedii- vaiiam in education ; th at it broke 
away from the grip of the dead hand which 
a'! tncso years ha3 been holding it down in 
the obsolete channels of outgrown condi­ 
tions ; and that it adapted its course of 
instruction to the times. 
Had the Greeks 
and Romans been as servile worshipers 
oí exotic literature as we have been of 
theirs, 
they 
never 
would 
have pro­ 
duced woiks destined to survive through 
so 
many 
centuries. 
W e 
may 
well 
take a lesson 
from 
them even while 
bidding them 
adieu, 
and 
proceed 
to 
rescue 
from 
undeserved 
neglect, 
and 
lift 
into 
well-earned prominence, that 
noble body of English literature of which 
every English-speaking man and woman 
ought cot 
merely to 
lie 
proud, but 
to 
bo 
intelligently 
so. 
How 
much 
of the vapidity of Society would dis­ 
appear if the. minds of our young men and 
women were nouiiahed upon this robust 
food, instead of being enfeebled by a me­ 
chanical drill in dead languages ? 
We 
know very well th at it is far more tho 
paralyzing influence of tradition and habit 
than any real belief in the value of the an­ 
cient classics, th at keeps them in the van 
of our educational programmes ; but all who 
are for progress, all who are for sterling 
methods of instruction, all who believe in 
the superiority of Christian over pagan 
civilization, will honestly applaud the pro­ 
test of President lteid against the further 
canonization of these intrusive deities of 
the oxtinot heathen world.

We find it stated in a San Francisco 
journal that when President Reid of the 
■State University, came to speak, in the 
course of his address, of the undue im port­ 
ance ascribed to the ancient classics, he 
was very rudely interrupted by some of 
the students who were in attendance. 
“ A t this point,” says the contemporary 
from whom we quote, “ the students, who 
“ had been growing restless under the 
“ President’s strictures on the Latin and 
“ Greek curriculum, broke out into a pro- 
“ longed hiss, greatly disconcerting the 
“ speaker.” 
Precisely w hat these callow 
youths were offended by is not very clearly 
indicated. 
Are the public to understand 
that their profound understanding of tho 
Greek and Latin languages had so imbued 
them w ith rciersnce for classical literature 
th at they could not endure any depreciation 
oi their favorite studies ? 
Or did they hiss 
the 
President merely to 
show their 
natural affinity with geese ? Or to make it 
apparent th at whatever else may have 
been taught' hitherto at the State Univer­ 
sity, manners had been entirely neglected ? 
This exhibition on the part of the students, 
or any portion of them, was most dis­ 
creditable to them, and showed how very 
raw these yc-uog men still are. 
They 
could not pqssihly be capable of forming 
an intelligent judgm ent on tho views ex­ 
pressed by tin? President, hut they might 
have boha%-ed like gentlemen. 
I t is cer­ 
tainly not surprising th at Mr. Reid was 
disconcerted by the hissing, for he could 
not be supposed to have known that the 
students of the University were emulous 
of the reputation 
of 
hoodlums. 
We 
fear it must be admitted, after such an ex­ 
hibition oí bad manners and worse sense, 
th at the discipline of the University in 
the past has been inexcusably neglected.

The solid rock underlying the nitrate of 
soda deposits near the sink at Humboldt, 
Nevada, is shown by analysis to contain as 
high as 70 per cent, of the salts. 
Ground has been broken for the site of a 
new mill at the Pacific mine, at Plymouth, 
which will be built as soon as possible. 
The shaft is now down nearly 000 feet. 
James Meehan has purchased the hoist­ 
ing works of the Yellow Jacket mine, 
near Drvtown, and has teams engaged in 
removing it to the Volunteer mine, near 
Jackson, of which he is the owner. 
It is reported on good authority that 
rich placer mines have been discovered in 
Mariposa, on Kentucky Ranch, between 
Sherlocks creek and Lyons Gulch, and 
a number of claims have already been 
located. 
The Bonanza mine, No. 10, near Bonanza 
City, N. M-, is now working three shifts, 
and tema fino ore is being taken out. 
The 
mine is owned and is being worked by the 
Tennessee, Louisiana and Cerillos Mining 
Company. 
The Downs mine at Volcano is being re­ 
timbered, and a new shaft is to be sunk. 
The mill is lying temporarily idle owing to 
the scarcity of water. 
A supply of water 
cannot probably be had before October or 
November. 
The Pueblo Indians at Taos are begin­ 
ning to learn the ways of prospectors, and 
some of them exhibit considerable shrewd­ 
ness in their knowledge of the gullibility of 
“ the tenderfoot.” They frequently borrow 
without leave, or have given to them a 
piece of good ore by some prospector. They 
then go out of town and return from the 
direction of the mountains, aud show the 
ore to some man who hopes to find a mine, 
and with many expressive gestures and 
mysterious grants indicate th at they know 
where thfjrc are quantities of such ore, and 
will tell upon the payment of “ un paeso,” 
or if th at is demurred to, for a drink of 
whisky. 
The man who is not up to tho 
trick frequently spends much time and 
cursing trying to find the mine. 
Two 
young men from the Ea9t agreed to pay an 
Indian $.r> to find the mine from which he 
had taken his specimen. They hired horses 
and rode through the mountains until they 
were tired and thoroughly convinced that 
there was no mine in the mountains. 
The 
Indian came at length to a river about 
ten feet deep and said he got the specimen 
“ in there.” 
They paid the Indian $3 to 
take them home.—{News and Press.

QUEER VERDICTS. 


How may one explain the odd verdicts 
th at are rendered ? 
Often the suit, found 
seems inexplicable. 
Lately a Paterson 
jury, in an aggravated breach of promise 
case, found tor the 
lady — 11 damages, 
$8,337 ” and 
inquiry 
arose, naturally 
enough, “ Whence the $7 ? Are a ju ry ’s 
scales for weighing wounded affections so 
delicate as th at 
One who has become 
conversant with the interior methods of the 
jury-room will say th at the sum may be not 
a precise valuation in which each juror con­ 
curred, but au average of twelve various 
estimates. 
Probably the jufy first voted 
on the general question, 4‘For plaintiff or 
defendant?” 
Finding all were in favor cf 
some damages for plaintiff, they reached an 
amount by each man writing a sum on a slip 
of paper, casting all in a hat, adding them, 
and dividing the total by twelve. 
I t is 
contrary to law for jurors to agree before­ 
hand that they will report an average of 
their several sums as the v erd ict; but the 
law caunot prevent their taking an average 
to see how it strikes them, aud then, if all 
approve it, reporting it, aud they often do 
eo. 
If the sums on the twelve slips should 
total $100.044, the twelfth, or average, 
would be 83,337. 
Preposterous convictions are sometimes 
reached by this willingness to compromise 
opinions rather than be 4'k ep t out” longer. 
A Connecticut wife was prosecuted for 
killing her husband by a slow poisoning, 
aud the jury—after long deliberation— 
found her guilty of murder in the second 
degree. 
Now, the second degree of mur­ 
der embraces the more hasty, passionate, 
undeliberate kinds. 
The first degree com­ 
prises the deliberate, premeditated case?, 
to which class poison eminently belong®. 
I t is not probable th at any one juror really 
considered that a finding of murder in the 
second degree was correct. 
More likely 
some were stubbornly opposed to sending 
a woman to be hanged ; and the other?, 
rather than allow a proved prisoner to have 
the chance of escape, which would be 
allowed her by a disagreement and new 
trial, consented to UDite in saying “ second 
degree,” and so securing imprisonment for 
life. 
It is fortunate that bad spelling or false 
grammar does not vitiate ; for there are 
many stories of blundering verdicts. 
But 
is there not the maxim, Falsa \jrammatica 
non vitiat, hate oUm metninisse jauvbit, >ed 
retrogradare, hoe opas eet. 
The revised 
version of which is: “ Grammatical faults 
are not vicious ; it will amuse us to remem­ 
ber them afterw ard; but to correct them 
there’s the rub.” 
Tims, in a lawsuit for a 
cow, the jury returned : 44 We, the jury, 
find the cow in the plaintiff.” 
The Judge, 
as gravely as might be, told the Clerk to 
help them to write it, but the Clerk could 
devise no better forms than these : 44 You 
say th at you find the plaintiff in the cow?” 
“ You say th a t you find the property of 
the cow in the plaintiff?” etc. 
The Judge, 
at last, had to draft the verdict himself. In 
a horse case the jury made return : 44 We, 
the jury, find the value of the horse to be 
8150.” 
The Court said th at this would not 
do at all. 
W hat the law wished to know 
was not so much what the horse wa3 worth 
as to whom it belonged. 
A t the end of an English trial for false 
pretenses, the jury said : 44 W e find lie do 
wrong, but we recommend him to mercy.” 
The Judge asked, somewhat tartly, whether 
they found the prisoner guilty, and they 
answered: 44 Not guilty, but we recom­ 
mend him to mercy.” 
This naturally 
raised a laugh in the Court-room, after 
which the Judge explained th at their find­ 
ing was equivalent to an entire acquittal, 
which was at length recorded. 
On a trial 
for larceny, the jury came back complain­ 
ing th at they could not agree whether the 
offense was 44 grand” or 44 petty” until 
instructed whether to value the goods át 
wholesale or at retail prices. 
Said the 
Judge : 44 Gentlemen, considering the way 
the rascal came by the goods I don’t think 
the Court can afford to wholesale them to 
him .” 
Verdict of grand larceny imme­ 
diately. 
In some States the jury decide 
the punishment as well as the offense, 
hence, in a murder case, an illiterate fore­ 
man wrote the verdict, 44Giity, deth.” 
W hy find a verdict for such a silly sum 
as (>.] cents? Sometimes such a finding 
may be really valuable. 
Say that people 
are in the habit of crossing your meadow, 
and your fear th at if they persist in doing 
so for a term of years the footpath will be­ 
come a m atter of right. 
If, now, you sue 
some one person tor trespassing aud re­ 
cover G.i cents, this will Bhow, at any time 
after, th at the meadow was yours, and the 
townspeople crossed it by suffraucc only. 
Often, however, a nominal verdict means 
that, though the defendant was legally in 
fault, the jury disapprove the plaintiffs 
suit. 
A curious instance is just reported 
from England. 
One Fourth of July night 
an American in London let off’ some rock­ 
ets, and the sticks fell into the garden of a 
neighbor. 
Neighbor’s wife was sitting in 
the garden ; and either the rush of the 
rockets when they ascended or the crash 
of the Bticks when they fell, frightened 
her into chronic hysteria and neuralgia. 
L aw suit; in which the jury assessed the 
damages at one farthing. 
The plaintiff 
complained to the Queen’s Bench of this 
verdict as absurd. 
But the Judges said 
th a t the meaning was clearly this : 44 We 
cannot say that in strict lawT the plaintiff 
had no right to complain, but tho case is 
so small and contemptible that we give a 
verdict for a farthing.” 
Perhaps the oddest instance is one nar­ 
rated of the Superior Court. 
A t the close 
of the week a cause was called, when, be­ 
hold, one juror only was remaining in a t­ 
tendance of the whole number summoned. 
He was told to take his place in the jury- 
box. 
He had previously exhausted all 
efforts and excuses to avoid serving, and 
naturally was not at all pleased at being 
caught in this way. He claimed the entire 
routine, heard the speeches and the Judge’s 
charge, and then gravely said to the Court 
th at 44 the jury desired to retire.” 
Retire 
he did, and remained 44o u t” so long that 
the Judge passed an order for a sealed ver­ 
dict. N ext morning Court was opened, the 
scaled envelope broken and the verdict 
produced. 
It r e a l: 44 The jury cannot 
agree.” -[N ew York Times.

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u-adlU on or ilic P resident. 
E xecctivk M ansion. W ashington, Au­ 
gust 21th—6:30 P. M —Shortly after the 
noon bulletin was issued an incision was made 
into the swelling oa the right side of the 
President's face, for the purpose of relieving 
the tensity of the swollen parotid gland and 
of giviDg vent to the pus. a small quantity of 
which was evacuated. He has taken a larger 
quantity of liquid food by the mouth to day 
tliao yesterday, and has bean entirely free 
from nausea. His temperature this evening 
is, however, higher than yesterday at the 
same hour, and his pulse is somewhat more 
frequent Pulse 108, temperature 100.7, 
respiration 19. Signed by Bliss, Barnes, 
Woodward, Key burn and Hamilton. 
Blaine to Lowell. 
W ashington. August 21'.h.—The follow­ 
ing has beeu sent by Blaine to Lowell : “Ac­ 
c jrding t" the opinion of his physicians there 
is no marked change in the President's condi­ 
tion since the last dispatch. At this hour 
(1:30 P M ) there is some indication of an 
increase of fever, which may in part have been 
caused by the increased heat of the day. lie 
continues to take liquid food, and does not 
seam troubled by nausea or indigestion.” 
(SECOND DISPATCH.! 
AYashington, August 24th—Midnight.— 
Blaine sent the following to Lowell to-night: 
"The President haB not gained to-day. He 
has had a higher fever, which began earlier 
than nsua'. with his febrile rise iu the after­ 
noon. An incision was made in the swollen 
parotid gland by Hamilton. The fl >w of pus 
therefrom was small, with unfavorable symp­ 
tom. ILs s wallowiag of liquid food with 
apparent reli.h and digestion has continued. 
The general feeling up to midnight is one of 
increased anxiety. 
A nxious for a Change. 
W ashington. August 21th.—Whan the 
surco :re assembled this morning, the Presi­ 
dent again recurred to the topic so promi­ 
nent in his mind yesterday and the day be­ 
fore, viz., his removal to Mentor.

T)r. Agnew replied that if possible he 
would like to have the consultation with re­ 
gard to the removal of the President from 
the White Honre take place to night, im­ 
mediately after his a. rival, in order that he 
might return as eno i as possible to Phila­ 
delphia. Before 10 o’clock, thcrtf jre, Hamil­ 
ton and all t ie attending surgeons were at 
the Executive Mausioti, and Agnew was 
driven directly there from the depot.

Chicago, August 24 .h —A special from 
Washing*, a say--.: Dr. Kcynolds, an army 
surgeon now on the rctireiHift, in talking of 
the I V «¡dent’s case, said that the physicians in 
attendance hail about given him up. “ I don’t 
believe they have yet communicated this 
opinion t - Mrs. Gsrfisld.” said he ; “ but 
they will likely do so to-n’ght or »<>• morrow, 
if he does nut improve. I regard it impos­ 
sible for him to recover. He is so woak 
that he can't rally. The splendid physique 
that the lVcvidenvlt'--ted with is now gone, 
m d he is but a skeleton. I have it upon 
good authority that he has not brea able to 
recognize any*one, cvau his wife, for several 
days. There is nothing left on which he can 
build, an i it is well enough now that the peo­ 
ple should know tus truth, painful as it is.” 
“ W ill the nonr'-hmeiit now given him 
siren: then him any’ ' 
“ Hardly. It w ill serve to keep him a.ive, 
probably, for a while I nzer, but that is 
about all. Ho has no recuperative power. 
It has been a miracle that he has lived as 
lo*>g as he has. His physicians have not had 
any cot ti lenco iu his recovery f ir over a 
walk ; but they laavo thought it beat to ap­ 


pear cheerful, in the hope of sustaining the 
patient, thinking that there may be some 
change for the better.” 
“ Do you approve the treatment he has 
*»»d?” 
». 
, 
“ Yes. I have known of everything that 
has been done from one of the physicians. 
All that medical skill could do or suggest has 
been done. No man ever bad better treat­ 
ment, but the Bhctk from the wound was too 
great for him to recover from. He has never 
rallied from the first relapse. This has al­ 
ways been Dr. Hamilton’s view, when speak­ 
ing to medical men. 1 
“ Secretary Blaine’s description, then, was 
not overdrawn 
“ Not iu the least. He stated the exact 
truth. It was from him indirectly that I 
learned that the President could not recog­ 
nize those around him. He felt it his duty 
to state the fact, and he did so, though to 
write the telegram affected him to tears.” 
“ What will be the cause of death in your 
opinion ?” 
“ The bullet, and that alone. Other things 
were but incidental. The most grevious of 
these is the parotid swelling. It is that 
which affects his miud, and makes his case 
hopeless. There is no escaping the antici­ 
pated result. It may be delayed a day 
longer, or it may run a week; but the Presi­ 
dent’s life is slowly ebbing away, and no one 
mourns it more than I do.’’ 
One of the attending surgeons, when ap­ 
proached by a person who had a right to 
know, said iu effect that the case was almost 
hopeless. Yet Majir Swain, bright, cheer­ 
ful, faithful aDd hopeful always, said : “ I 
think the President will pull through, and I 
have never lost my hope.” The atmosphere 
which such men bring with them to the sick 
chamber must be beneficia!. 16 is buoyant, 
chzerfnl and hopeful. 
Dr. Agnew Interviewed. 
C hicago, August 24th.—A Philadelphia 
special to the Reporter says: Dr. Agnew to­ 
day seemed in better Bpirits than at any time 
since the unfavorable change in the Presi­ 
dent’s condition more thau a week ago. 41 The 
public,” he said, “ had been led within a day 
or two to magnify the new danger the Presi­ 
dent was in, and fear a sudden change for the 
worst, which the physicians had not looked 
for. Many people had bar lly realized until 
now that the President was very badiy 
wounded, and that the injury might at any 
time have caused his death. It has passed 
its most aggravated stage—a stage which was 
inevitable, followed by a period of almost 
complete prostration. It is necessary,” said 
Agnew, “ for a patient so wounded to reach 
the bottom of the ladder before lie 
begins to ascend again to the high 
ground of restored health. That period of 
complete prostration through which he is 
passing was complicated by the failure of the 
stomach. That has been partially restored 
to strength, and it is now a question of the 
staying power of the President and his re­ 
cuperative force, whether he shall advance 
towards convalescence. There are no icdica- 
tiuns of malarial fever. With particular care 
I have looked out for that. There are no 
traces of malaria at the White House, nor 
could I find that any one who had ever lived 
near the Executive Mansion had teen af­ 
fected with it in the past. The sick room is 
perfectly comfortable and healthy. 
The 
temperature may be reduced to almost any 
point by the refrigerator apparatus, anti the 
chamber where the President lies is by far 
the most comfortable in the place which I 
have been in.” 
_ 
“ Are there feara of new complications 
from the swolleD parotid gland? The dis­ 
patches from Washington anticipate another 
operation.” 
“ It may be necessary to open an abcees if 
the inflammation develops to that poiDt, but 
it can hardly be called an operation. The 
soreness comes from the impoverished condi­ 
tion of the blood ; but the danger of present 
inflammation from that cause has been mag­ 
nified by unofficial dispatches.” 
“ It has been stated that the President’s 
mental faculties have at last succumbed to 
the assaults of the wound and the failing 
strength of his system, and that his mind has 
become partially, if not wholly, obscured?” 
Dr. Agnew replied, in effect, that he was 
very weak and emaciated, but that his mind 
was quite as clear as it has ever been. He was 
the first to know the result of the physicians’ 
examination which precedes every bulletin. 
He talks very little to the attendants, but 
no one in the sick-room knows better thau he 
does what is going on about him. All he 
says is spoken rationally. It is not true that 
the physicians know much more than is com­ 
municated through the bulletins. You may 
say,” concluded Dr. Agnew. “ that the case 
is by no means hopeless. We don’t antici­ 
pate any sudden change for the wor39 or bet­ 
ter ; that onr hopes are based on the recuper­ 
ative powers of th«r President, and the 
restored strength of J,is stomach, to bring 
renewed vigor, and if in the end his improve­ 
ment is permanent his convalescence will be 
a very long one.” 
Agnew will not return to Washirgton 
until Saturday, unless summoned by the 
attending physicians. 
The F inal Crisis. 
C h ic a g o , August 24th.—A Times special 
from Washington says: Evidently the final 
crisis in the President’s ea=e has arrived 
The reticence cf the doctors during the day 
is explained by the statement that the sur- 
.eons hav. given him up, and are now pre- 
- arirg to take desperate chances. Dr. 
H m ilion last night advised the removal of 
the l ’resilent from the White Hou--e to Talla­ 
poosa as a last chance for saving his life,
